Pepin being dead, the Efates of Fraxce aſſembled roge- 
tber, and by their joyntconſents , div.de the Kingdom be- 
twixt his two Sons Charles, and Carelomaen, by equal porti- 
ons, Brothers theſe were of divers humors, who had cer- 
tainly ruined each other by.chis equality of power, had not 
the-death of Caroloman, within .three years after; divolved 
che Goverment of the whole Realm upon Cherles. 

C barles was endowed with (ingular gifts both of Body 
and Mind, which were much improved by the ſedulous care 
of his Prudent Father, manifeſted inthe virtuous education 
of him; For which end he procured Pas! of Piſa, a lear- 


_ |neUman, to inſtru&him.in the Greek: and Latin Tongues , 


and one AymentOread to him Philoſophy, and the Mathema- 


1ricks : Himſelf alſo trained him upin Feates of Armes, and 


| Warlike exerciſes. Butabove all, andas the ground of all 


virtues, he was carefull ro have him trained up, and well 
inſtrufted in Religion, which all his life after he loved, and 
honored with great Reverence the Church and Paſtors 
thereof, He called the ſtudy of Humane Sciences his Pa- 
ſtimes, and the companions of his Sword, anddid ſometimes 
recreate hiruſelftherein. He loved Learning and Learned 
men by Nature..

This jcalouſie (roo ordinary a concomitant of Princes) made ,.

affairs of Charlemagne, whoſe eyes were fixed upon 7raly ,* 
a$ the ficre{t, and moſt glorious Theatre wherein to exerciſe 
his valour, and to maintain bis authority and power amongſt 
Chriſtians , and Caroloman did all that poſſibly he could to 
croſs his defignes therein, But before 1 — bim upon| 
that ſtage, give me leave to ſhew you what at this time was 
the State of /taly, and Rome.
